then, the full half million was  sub- 
scribed. This bound all pledges on 
the $500,000 campaign and put us in 
shape to meet the conditions of the 


Rockefeller Foundation as well, thus 
adding $75,000 more. | 

When we had reached December 1, 
and $100,000 still remained. to be 
raised—as much as had been put on 
during the three months previous, it 
looked to some to be an impossible 
task. When twenty-seven days had 
passed and we were short $40,000, 
again it seemed we would fail of suc- 
cess within sight of the goal. But every 
energy was put forth by the Campaign 
Manager and all associated with him. 
The people gave and continued to give. 
New friends were found constantly by 
our field men and old friends gave a 
second and even a third time. Sub- 
scriptions came in by every mail, some 
in answer to letters and others on the 
blanks cut from the Bulletins. One 
man who had never given to Westmin- 
ster before sent in a subscription of 
$1,000 on one of these Bulletin blanks 
and two weeks later he sent in another 
for $500. The Lord reward him and 
all who subscribed, and by their sub- 
scriptions helped save the half million 
and along with it too, the $75,000 of- 
fered by the Rockefeller Foundation. 


Our Bulletins had been put out semi- 
monthly, but when we reached the 
last lap and began on December it 
was decided to let the people hear 
from Headquarters once a week and 
finally, for good measure, a fifth for 
the month was issued. Every issue 
brought its encouraging reports and 
its reminder of the rapid passing of 
’ our time. Every issue brought its re- 
turn of many pledges large and small. 
All the time the field men kept afield. 
In four months one was home just 
two nights and, to beat it, another was 
not home at all in that time. 


The influenza kept our workers out 
of. the pulpits for some six weeks and 


lost us, it was counted, thirty to forty 
thousand dollars. But our workers 
kept well and the Lord gave evidence 
of his favor and blessing in many 
ways, for which we are most grateful. 

The war calls sounded loud and call- 
eq for great sums. The best men of 
every town and county came forth to 
lead their drive to victory and victory 
was always attained, but the cause of 
the Christian College struck a chord in 
the hearts of many—in more in fact 
than ever expressed interest before 
among the Presbyterians of Missouri. 
More than 4,000 pledges were written. 


The Outstanding Features. 
Organization, advertising, prayer 
and hard work were the outstanding ° 
characteristics of the campaign. They 
were the four essentials to its success. 
Any one of them wanting, and it 
would not have gone over the top. 
Our campaign manager was a genius 
at advertising. He was equally apt 
at organizing his forces, which con- 
sisted of six to eight regular work- 
ers with now and then several extras. 
Our old stand-bys were Rev. W. M. 
Hunter of Georgia, Mr. R. K. Axson, 
of Kentucky, Rev. Dr. Chas. P. Fore- 
man, late of Tarkio, and Rev. A. Y. 
Beatie, late of Jefferson City. They 
were the four-horse team, and a good 
team they were. They would work 
anywhere, on the off or on the right 
side; in the cities, in the towns or in 
the country; on foot or in the jitney— 
always the same. To these were 
added for the summer two young men 
from the School of the Prophets in 
Louisville, viz: Mr. C. E. Guice and 
Mr. B. M. Larson. These young fel- 
lows were a team by themselves. Yet 
they worked well with the older men 
and always pulled their share of the 


load. Others who served for a time 
were Rev. C. P. Browning, Mr. M. L. 
Evans, Rev. W. R. Hill and Rev. E. 
W. Behner, all of whom were faith- 
ful and consecrated men, and gave a 
good account of themselves. Besides 
these a number of pastors put in 
from a week to several weeks in help- 
ing, especially in their region of the 
state; preeminent among them was 
Rev. R. L. Cowan of Lexington, who 
put in the most time of any and 
brought good returns for his efforts. 
To all of these men Westminster is 
greatly indebted; for without their 
service the campaign could not have 
been put over. 


The Director of the Campaign. 
The directing of these workers was 


in the hands of Rev. M. E. Melvin, D. 
D. For nine years Dr. Melvin was at 
the head of the Presbyterian educa- 
tional work in Mississippi, conducting 
in particular campaigns for the financ- 
ing of these institutions under the 
Synod. In this work he had proven 
himself successful and because of this 
a larger field opened to him. The 
Executive Committee of Education 
and Ministerial Relief of the Southern 
Presbyterian Church extended him a 
call to become their Field Secretary. 
His work was to be that of organizing 
a force of workers and to move with 
them from Synod to Synod in the 
financing of the educational institu- 
tions of the various Synods. Before 
the call was extended to him arrange- 
ments were perfected for his taking up 
the work, when called, in connection 
with the campaign already in progress 
for a half million dollars for West- 
minster College. By the time he had 
closed his work in Mississippi and was 
ready for his new duties, our campaign 


had reached $140,000. December 1, 
1917 he landed in his new field and af- 
ter thirteen months the task was com- 
pleted. Dr. Melvin has proven the 
man for the work. Practically every 
church in both Synods, North and 
South, opened their doors to the cam- 
paign which was put across more 
largely in the last eight months. Too 
much can not be said in praise of the 
work done by both Dr. Melvin and his 
workers. They were a godly, conse- 
crated group of men, out to do the 
Lord’s work. If opportunity permit- 
ted, they began the day with concert- 
ed prayer; and some times by the way, 
and sometimes in the homes visited 
they stopped to offer prayer. But the 
Manager and his workers were not the 
only ones who prayed for the success 
of the campaign. Cards were sent out 
over the state to the Presbyterian pas- 
tors and their people, calling on them 
to pray for the campaign. Hundreds 
of these cards were signed and return- 
ed and at various times we were re- 
joiced and strengthened for the task 
by the assurance that others were 
praying besides the workers. 


Callaway County Loyalty. 

“The Kingdom of Callaway” main- 
tained her reputation for doing her 
part by rolling up on the campaign 
$86,500. Two years ago she started 
a campaign for Synodical College with 
a subscription of $20,000—two-fifths 
of the amount the solicitors started out 
to raise. Mr. and Mrs. G. S. Hall led 
the list for Westminster with $10,000. 
Judge S. P. Gilbert followed with 
$5,000. Many in all parts of the coun- 
ty subscribed who had never before 
given to Westminster. Fuller mention 
is deserving of both the subscribers 
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and the many workers on the soliciting 
teams, did space permit. 


The Beginning and the End. 


The campaign for a_ half-million 
was decided upon when the Board of 
Trustees adopted the recommendation 
of the President of the college that 
such a campaign should be put on. 
Public announcement was made and 
the campaign inaugurated when Mrs. 
Margaret Chrisman Swope of Inde- 
pendence, Missouri, promised to give 
$55,000 for the erection of a Chapel 
and an organ in memory of her son 
and brother respectively. 
beginning of a campaign which led on 
and on till it finally ended at nearly 
twelve times the amount of the initial 
gift. 

It was likewise another good woman 
at the other end of the state who came 
in at the closing hours of the cam- 
paign when it was likely to be a fail- 
ure, and put on $20,000 to insure the 
safety of this great undertaking. Miss 
Sidney Boyle of St. Louis; is the one 
who rose in the last hour to say, “it 
shall not fail.” 

The many friends of Westminster 
College will hold in grateful memory 
these good women who enabled us to 
Jaunch and successfully to complete 
our campaign. 


The Final Totals. 


The final totals are not ready to be 
given out, as subscriptions are still 
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coming in—subscriptions made before 
the time limit but belated in reaching 
the office. The campaign includes the 
paying of our debt, the expenses of 
the campaign and meeting of the an- 
nual deficit since the campaign was 
inaugurated. Counting all the sub- 
scriptions and money that has come in 
since then—all money except that 
from tuitions and interest on endow- 
ment—we have landed beyond $600,000 
counting the $75,000 subscribed by 
the General Education Board. Leav- 
ing out the amount that has come in 
from church collections and individuals 
to be applied on current expenses, we 
are, in all, comfortably over $575,000. 


A Greater Westminster. 

“Westminster ,.the Best in the West” 
has been inscribed on our banners for 
some time. From this time on it is to 
be in larger letters and worked to- 
wards with more assurance of attain- 
ment than ever. This campaign marks 
not the end, but the beginning of pro- 
gress. Some two months ago arrange- 
ments were made for pressing our 
field work vigorously following the 
succcess of our Endowment and 
Equipment Campaign. Dr. Charles P. 
Foreman, one of our splendid field 
workers for the past seven months, 
has been engaged to remain with the 
college and will give his full time to 
assisting the President in putting 
Westminster in still closer touch with 
the people of Missouri. More will be 
said about this in our next issue. 
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
